Prayer in tlM^ Aiiiiil«>t of it^<>{tiii<> 

Atfciupt to Poison ^biio^ioiis 
Persons. 

Dr. Willougliliy, of Sn-skatTOii, in a 
lecture givns the following version of 
his interview with Rir-I: 

"On enterinL' tlio iiouso 1 aji|iroajii 
ed.vKiel and shook hands with him, in- 
marking that [ was pleaseil to meet 
,hiui|Onco inore. lit; rejilieil, "It ia a 
'pleasure, doctor, for mo to meet with 
you again.'" After a few cusual re- 
uiarkn, Hiiencn onsueil. Itiei .soon aro.so 
and paced (the door in front of tin-. Ad 
that monient about 70 ai imd imn 
drove up to the door. Can you iniai»ino 
my fecling.s? I hail no revoivei', and ilo- 
cided to let them take niu (luituly. 
Welsh sat with his navy |iistol in liis 
hand under his coat, lliel faci il in(!, 
and oxclaiined, "Tin; time lias come, 
•doctor, when it were Ijetter for a man 
to have been good." [ hardly under- 
Btood his meaning. He ex ulaini'd that 
he and his people wci-e ,t,'<>ini: to sirikc 
a blow to gel posscs-sion of tho t:uiintry, 
which had been stolen from tlii-in anil 
misruled by tlie Caundiaii Government. 
Soona proclamation, which WA« lyilif? a\. 

■ Qij'Appelle, would go forth. He wa.s 
going to have a God-fearing govera- 
iuent. His parliament would not lie 
after the style of ihi' one al (Ju-awa, 
where men [irc.srmt, to Kinnke cigaV.s iind 
lounge about reailing I'ootn.s. Jleaml 
his people liail many times pctiiioiu'd 
the governmi.'iit for redre.ss, I'uL the 
'only answer they received was an in- 
crease of police. He said: ''I also'have 
niy police whom you see at the door 
and one wei'lc from to <iay that little 
government force will lie wiped out of 
existence, yaskatoon also will \\k wiped 
out. Last fall they sent a t?lt!gr!un to 
Sattleford otiering forty men to kill 
Indiana and half hreeds. We shall 
show Saskatoon who shall <lo the kill- 
ing. Thai was not the only ti^li^gram 
that was sent. I know who sfuit, ami 
who received telegrams yesterday, and 
where the panics ri.-ceived tiifiir infor 
mation." (After I left Duck Lake a 
magistrate whom the balf-brpads re- 
garded ns a government spy bad 
Wrought me a telegram and was seen 
giving it to me.) 

Then wo hat' about Iv.-o hours, con- 
versation and argument. He advised 
Oie to prrpai-e for eternity and a.s I 
was going back to, Saskatoon lo advise 
many pepple to do the saine. He then 
prepared to leave, and iln'y ail knelt 
down to pray. J whs just behind Hi(d. 
He turned and said to me: "Doctor, 
don't kneel; obey your own eonseienee." 
Prayer lasK tl about three quarters of 
an hour, after which we shook bauds 
and left.

That night Welsh and I became 
deadly sick with every syniplom.s of 
poisoning.

- Patrick 
Ooyle has a cow on his (iniiy farm near 
this village whose life is niaih; misera- 
ble by a Inm's singular attachmiMit for 
her. For over a year the hen lias been 
an in8e[)arable companion of the cow, 
and speiuls all tbe time when not mi 
lier nest or joining the other chickens 
when fed, perched on vhc cow's back. 
There she roosts at night, whether the 
cow may be in the barn, the barnyard 
or the pasture. Tho cow doe.s not ap- 
prove of the close, companionship, ami 
is always trying to shake tho hen oil' 
her back or whisk her oil with Iht 
tail. The hen is always prepared for 
these attempts, and wln-n llu cow low- 
ers her head and shakes her Khoiilders 
the Ihui trots along her back beyond 
the tdl'ects of the shaking. If this brings 
her within a possible whisk of tho cow's 
tail she watches it closely, and at the 
tirst movement of that nppenilage she 
trots back again to a placi.' of .safelv 
betwemi the cow's horns. At lijiies tin; 
eow will suddenly start on a dead run 
around a field or the barnyard, lower 
ing her hi;ad and lashing her tail and 
bellowing, as if to terrify the hen into 
taking her departure. The hen will 
tlimi scramblff to and fro on the cow's 
back to maintain her position, but the 
result of this mameuver on tbe part of 
tin; cow is, nine times out of ton, to 
f(jn'e its unwelcome companion to tly 
oil'. The cow is no sooner at rest than 
tbe hen steals up and mounts again to 
ber perch. This amusing aueive is wit- 
nessed almost daily by people who go 
to the farm for the pnrpose.

THE COLONIES. 

The Oolnn.ios nnd Intlirt <>f April 17t-l> 
inaii artiolu on tlio otFecl that a'probnble 
war with Ruaaiii would h.ivo on tlio colo- 
nies oL,Ei)t{liiiid, reiniirka as follows: — 
"England ia bound to protect tlio coloaieH 
agiiinat-attack dniiiif,' war, and, above all. 
it 'Would biJ better for all parties coiiceniud 
tKat wo' 'ehouUl not Htand upon our dig- 
nity, mid hesitate to avail ourselves of 
tho duftinaivo weapons the colonies already 
possess, because tluiHO weapons are not in 
uuite II aiilbcient Btute of ellieiency to come 
up. to our theoretical standard —a Htandard 
with which our own naval annanieiita will 
'dot 'bear too closo a comparison. The 

..colduius, we are aasnred. would bo only 
■too ready to receive any proposiil that 
Would lend to thii increased efticioncy of 
all the naval imd niilnHiy forces of the 
empire. In the ineaninne there is this 
oonaolatioii: tint Kussian cruinera, liow- 

■ ever fully equipped, however ably com- 

, inanded, must have freipiont phices to 
call and refit, recoul, und ruvictual. Our 
colonial ports, although Unfortunately un- 
provided with tlioau meana of defence 

..against the powerful iroiiciad fleet of an 
etiemy which they ought loui; agn to hiivo 
boon furnisliud wiili, are ali eady defended 
by melius of tornudoes against the unwel- 
come intrnsioMS of such visitors; while, on 
the other hand, our own cruisera willtind 
in every colonial port the shelter and the 
wolconio which the enemy's vessels will 
have to !,'o far to aeelc. In this fact alone 
wo have praclicul proof of the "value" of 
our colonies; and in (he same fact, and in 
the consideration that what is of auoh 
enormous value tn us would bo of equal 
value to an enemy, we havo evidence of 
the shortsi^rhted policy which has starved 
the defences of our colonial harbors and 
coalinfi statiniia. The result is that, with 
the excei)tinu of (Jibrallar and Miiltii, 
which are f^ruat KuLtlisli fortresses ruthor 
than colonies, evm-y coloninl port iaantici- 
patinj; a viait from a li.jstile cruiser im- 
mediately iiftoi' tlui iictual declaration of 
war; while our ahii)owiier.s recognize the 
fact that their property, instead of liav- 
in;^ fri'i|uent harbors of safe retrent at 
sliort intervals, wherein to seek temporary 
refuge from pursuit, will have to under- 
take the loni{pst voyages, relying upon 
good fortune not to fall in with the 
eiioniy's .-Xlabniniia. Ki'grets, however, 
are vain, and all that reinaiius ia to use 
our utmost efforts to remedy defects aa 

• speedily and eliectnnlly as time will allow 
The colonios are setting an e.xaniple of 
energy und public spirit. From 8ydney 
to Simon's Bay, from Cape Town to Vic- 
toria in British Oolunibia, from Now 
Westminster to Uongkong, from Sinjja- 
poro to Melbourne and Adelai<lo, the 
notes of preparation resound. It will not 
bo the fault of the colonies if all these 
efforts do not result in the protection of 
the empire and the confusion of the enemy ; 
it will be our fault if the ultimate fruit ia 
not the organizacton of a complete and 
thorough s]?8tem of Imperial defence." 



PEACE WITHOUT HONOR. 

While Mr. (Shulatone dilly-dallya with 
the Afghan (pieslion by parleying with 
Russia, it is doing no injustice to suppose 
— judging him by the policy of his pro- 
decesa(>r8 — that the Czar is not idle. 
With' a Russian army massed within 82 
miles of Herat and a Russian railway 
within ItO miles (jf the .Afghanistan bor- 
der, the British goverunient must have 
a sense of the danger iti which the ludinii 
empire will be placed should negotiations 
for peace fail. It would seem reasonable, 
before the Brst step is taken towards sub- 
mitting the matter in dispute to arbitra- 
tion, that Eiigland should insist upon 
planting an army within the same distance 

■ of Herat that the lUmsiana now are, and 
that she should inii.it iii)on the construc- 
tion of a railway, say, to Cundahar. This 
would place the two nations on an equal 
footing HO that if it came to a sudden 
dash both arniioa niiyht reach the walla of 
Herat about 1 he s;mie tune. Under ex- 
isting arraiiLjeineiits the advantage 18 de- 
cidely with Ku^sia and t he British enter 

. the arbitration chamber heavily handi- 
capped and scarcely prepared for a vigor- 
ous line of conduct. Lord Dulferiti's 
recent dispatches show how little regard 
Russia has for treaty obligations; and 
what is there to prevent her, when she ia 
better prepared th m now, breaking 
through any line the arhimtors may draw I 
L)rd Raiidulph Ohurutiill, who h<is juai j 
returned from Indiii, has apokeu with the j 
eiii|iha:iis of a ill. ill » li i : hor' i II glily under- ' 
Btancia llu^ ()ue-*tioii Iji; h-iM t- X|iit;.-.jiHl I 
the fear that tli« liuliau enipiru lias been 
aacnliced 1')' tbi; goi-i-riiinoiii ; and there 
is ro'aaon to beliyve ili.ti bis f«ar is but too 
well founded. In spite of his energetic 
speech when asking f-ir the loan we can- 
not believe that Mr (Sladstone means to 
tigbl if he can av i 1 it hy making con- 
ceH.-iioiiH. \\ iiuii Ij'iid H.'aC'iii.-itield re- 
turned from Ucrliii lio ■-aid'"! have brouyht 
3'ou back peace wiili hoiiur " iMemorable 
woriirtl Wlusn .\lr. Gladst ... ■ ii-turna from 
Copenhagen he may say, ''I have brought 
you buck peace;" but will he be able to 
add, " irith honor !" 



THE LONDON PyiA'.S.S' ON AF- 
GHANISTAN. 



The Times and Standard energetically 
denounce the acti.un of the Government 
in recalling General Lninaden. The 
Times, us is well known, is an influential 
journal with liberal tendencies. It ia 
not ill any sense a [larty journal, and 
may be said to ex[)resH, more than any 
other journal in the world, |)ublic senti- 
ment on the great topics of the day. It 
is literally a refle.x of the times — a mir- 
ror of popular feeling from day to day. 
It may be taken fur uraiited, then, that 
public feeling in England ia in opposition 
to the Liberal (Sovornmont on the Afghan 
(pieation, and that if the conatitueiicica 
were polled to-morrow the Government 
would be smashed. The Standard is a 
party organ. It ia the inouthpieoe of the 
Conservatives, and may speak with a bias 
when it declares thai the humiliation of 
Groat Britain ia completed by the recall 
of General Luinsdeii. The humiliation is 
great, no doubt; becauao it is England 
that sufFered the allroiit. England de- 
manded the recall of General Koraa- 
roff and an explanation of and satisfac- 
tion for tho Pendjeh incident. Russia 
refused to coiniily with either, and the 
Czar wiia haughty in his refiusal. Whothor 
he has demanded tho recall of General 
Lumsden remains to be learned; but ia it 
not singular that while Ivoinaroll has 
neither been recalled nor rebuked, Lums- 
den is on his way to Loudon ?

THE UQVOB UCBNSB MUDDLB. 

An important announcement was made 
by Sir John on Monday evening respect- 
ing tho action the government propoao to 
take on the licensing (piestion. Mr. 
Cameron, of Huron, proposed a rofiohi- 
tion setting. forth that "in the opinion of 
this house such portion of the Liipior 
License Act of 1883, as the aii])reme court 
of Canada has declared to bo iilli tt i i/ i .s, 
should be suspended unless and until llie 
same shall be decided by the judicial com- 
mitloo of the privy council to bo iillni 
I'uv.? of the parliament of Canada." The 
premier reipieated that the motion be not 
pressed as the government iK-oposed lo 
bring in a measuro suspending the clauae.'i 
of the act of 1883, and amending tho act 
which related. to the regulation of the re- 
tail liquor trade. Ho said that a case had 
been made up [or suhmisaion to a judicial 
committee of tho privy council, and had 
been sent to England, but up to the [ire- 
sent time he had no intimation when the 
privy council would take it up. He had 
hoped that the matter would have been 
decided some way or other before now. 
As, however, il had not boon decided, tho 
government thought tho better way would 
be to deal with tho matter as waa now 
proposed. Tho clauses which relate to 
the regulation of wholesale liccnsoa and 
to vessel licences will of course continue 
in operation. Tho course which tho gov- 
ernment propose to take will commend it- 
self to all thinking men. Tho sooner all 
causes for dispute between the fednr.il and 
local authorities are removed the blotter 
it will be for the country, and aeeni- 
iiigly it is Sir John IVlaedimald's aim 
to remove this ditroronce. Naturally 
tho reformers are elated at the proposed 
step, and do not forget to speak of it on 
every occasion as "another baukdown on 
the part of the government."

I referred to the fact that 
within little more than a century disease 
has been declared to he a apa.Miiodic knot 
to be unraveled, a tiro to b,! (puniched, an 
engine to he tirt-d and a worm to bo 
killod. .■\nd now a universal scejiticism 
pervades tho prnfeasion foroahadowing 
an abandonment of active medicines alto- 
gothor. Tho treatment of typhoid fevers 
by inilk ami hroiha ahowa the medical 
tendency. Surely it- ia aiitlicienl comment 
on the medical art aa more generally prac- 
ticed, that after Ihoiiaanda of years of 
existence nothing more can he done for a 
disoasfl of such freiiueut occurrence as 
typhoid fever. And it should bo plain 
that a practice which ia forever changing 
its creed can liave no foundation in truth. 

I referred also to 8,000 pliyaiciaiis in 
Britain and America who, in view of thia 
condition of thinga nualical, li.ive thrown 
the deluaioii cverboard, and do nothing 
of wliot is commonly dono in the sick- i 
room by way of drug treatment, and the 
mortality of whose practice as ctmi pared 
with tho other is aa 10 to 17. Thoae phy- 
sicians foll'iw the teacliinga of Hahne- 
mann. Their opponenta assert that they 
do nothing which, if it was true, wtmld 
make the iliforeiice all the worse for the 
common method, in the examinations of 
the Ontario college of physicians and 
surgeons tho student ia asked which way 
ho profeiR t.i ;.r o-rii e — -according to the 
method of I lahiieniaiin or the usual way 
and ia examined accordingly. 

All 1 wiali in this, as iu the otbur mat- 
ters of which I havo written, is to direct 
attention and bring about investigation 
and, may bo, add to the stock of valuable 
information. .\ud, surely, this matter of 
the truth or falsity of medical ayatoma 
alioiild be [jrofoiindly ioiereating in view 
of the frequency of death's alarma.

Tlie Present Situation or tlie 
Troaliles. 

New York, ^Uy 2. — The Sun's Lon- 
<loii cMo says: Opinion veered the 
past week more fn quently and coiii- 
„ pletely tlmn at. any time during tliu 
I jsrisia. 'When Gladstone was si)eukirif; 
' in*the'coninions everybody said: "Tliis 
certainly means war." Tliib interpret<i- 
tion, a[)!irt from the iniifjniticeut, 
eloquonco aiul splendid delivery of tlin 
speeuli, wai3 the secret of iu wonderful 
effect ill forthwith silencing all opjio.si- 
tion; but while iiarlianient was thus 
convinced of war, the stock exchunf-ti 
and the general iniblic t!io very next 
day declared for peace. Tliin teiideiioy 
has been increa.siiig dailv, until to day 
peace is believed almo.st, concluded. 
For once popular iuipression is based 
on sound sunnisea. Tliinf^a stand hh 
follows: The frontier question is virtu- 
ally settled. Eiifjland knows llusaia's 
wiints and has decided to yield to 
most ttiereoE. Tlio Penjdeh point of 
honor will bo got rouaa by clover dip- 
lomatic dodgint;. The difficulty hns 
been to inquire into tins Penjdeh affair 
veithout passing. iuiJi^nient on Lutusde n 
and Ivoiiiaroff. Neither i)ower will sub- 
mit the act of its own olHcers directly 
to arbitration, which would admit a 
queatiftii of Lumaden's- voracity or 
Komaorlfs strategy. Arbitration, there- 
fore, will, not be on tho r(!port, but on 
the real meaning of the agreement of 
March 17, and whether what will 
euphemistically he called an interpreta- 
tion thereof, is correct for either side. 
Meanwhile tlin disputed territory will 
not bo further occupied. 

JJOrU SIDES lUDIA" SCARED. 

One probable result of arbitration is 
that England will claim money inileni- 
nity for the Afglians, and, as a minis- 
ter .said, laughnigly, "Kngland will 
perhaps (iiiieily U-iul Uussia the money 
to enable her to purchase peace." 

A settlement undoubtedly has been 
broufjbt about by the nervous terror 
which overcame both jjarties when 
they found themselves face to face with 
the "rim coui'.tenance of war. England 
has visiblv cooled in the few days dur- 
ing which war seemed certain. The 
toriea begin to ask one another what 
they worB going to tight about. The 
czar .shrank from unknown i)o.s.sibilities 
and was chagrined at tiie revelations ui 
Ru.SHian poverty in her inability to 
purcbase even a few craiscns. 

To day promises that the Russian 
scare will almost be forgotten iu a few 
weeks, and tho momentary unity of the 
■ parties will be broken, and the air rent 
w'ith the hoarse cries of the rival candi- 
dates iu the coming election. The gov- 
enimeat on the whole, got well out of 
the business. 

Ohildera' budget made a favorable 
impression. Nobody cKpests the | 
whisky makers to oppose increased 
taxation. 

Randolph ChurcliiU is already break- 
ing the pleasant ciiliu which he induli;- 
ed in for a fortnight after his return. 
He already snubs Northoote and other 
leaders. His only smart speech was 
against the budget. Until the war scare 
has vani.shed there will be little inter- 
est iu domestic controversies. 

THE CAULK lASKti. 

Tiie general qut-suon of keeping open 
cable comiijuiiication in the event of 
war is the ab.sorbiiig subj.-ct of dLscua- 
sion in tele^jraph cirdes, Ju^t now it is 
hope-l that Rusbia will ahstaui from 
cable cutting na, owiiij,' to ih.- frre trade 
system that' prevails iii international 
telegraphy, Russia has an equal right 
with En;,'liin'l to tne use of all cables. 
There is," moreover, no danger of Rus- 
sia's dispatches being intelligible to ber 
enemies, as tho key of the Russian 
cipher, which is a niy-terious combina 
tion of letters and figure.^, in groups of 
tives has never been diM^o'. i'ri;il. Eng- 
land wouLI, of course, be as eager as 
the companies to keep the cables in- 
violatt;, for any obstruction of her lines 
of couimunication with her eastern 
cQlquies would seriously cripple her 
movements. It isbelieveil, in all events, 
that Russia will respect the Western 
Union and J^ennett-Maekay lines of 
cables on account of their purely 
American ownership. It is now learned 
that Russiiin cruisers have been sta- 
tioned for tome time past at convenient 
points in the Pacific ocean, in readine.ss 
in case of war to out the ocean caliles 
connecting Fingland with China, India 
and AuHtnilia. -lolin Petuler, Al. P., 
chairman of tlie I'iastiirii, and Eastern 
Extension tolegraph companies, has 
implored the government to protect the 
cables of those companies, which have 
a monopoly of the cable business with 
the Orient, and to re[)Rir them in case 
of dninagi! caused by act of war. The 
govennniMil has replied that it will do 
its best to protect the property of the 
companies, as of all Englishmen. 

All Idali" 'ria^'<Ml>. 

Lewiston, Jdaliu, is excited by the 
finding of the bodies of two wori-known 
residents of north Idaho at Peter 
Brazel's ranch, at the head of Ten 
Mile creek, about 15 miles south of the 
city, near the reservation line. The 
bodies arc those of Peter Brazel and 
Jamea Flvnn, uiiniarrieil men, agcni FtO 
vears eacii. The bodit's w(;re found 
about a hundred feet from Brazol's 
cabin and about 10 feet apart, Erazol 
Lad been shot through tho heart and 
left shoulder, while Flynn had been 
shot squarely through the forehead. 
One revolver was found near the bod- 
ies with otdy one chamber enqity. Ex- 
amination of the cabin showed that the 
table had been set for dinner and 
everything ready for the meal. A pun 
of bread on the floor was the only 
thing indicating disorder in tho cabin. 
The sheriff, coroiuir and others visited 
the scene on Thursday ami began an 
inquest. Variou.s rumors are afloat 
and many surmises as to the cause of 
the death of the two men are Hying 
around.

Borkti, of Walla Walla, about fifteen 



years ago, bougiit a band of cattle of 
him and took them up into North Ida- 
ho. A yeair or two ago be sold the 
cattle for $13,000 and took atrip to 
the old country. FIvnn used to be a 
miner in tho 6ro Fino country. Of 
late years both men had heim engaged 
in farming and stoek raising, and were 
near neighbors. They were generally 
regarded as beine quite friendly, 
though it is reported that within a 
year or two there had been business 
troubles b(!tween them. Both were re- 
puted poaceble, law-abiding citizens. 

RAILKOAI) STATES. 

I>ciiiornli7,:itioii of Tiiroii{;ii 

I'iis>t:t;;(; UiiShiiaess. 

New Yoiuc, May 3. — The lease of 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
by the Union and the Norther\i Paci- 
fic has been the principal to])ic> of dis- 
cussion in railroad circles tho last 
week. W'ith both tho Union and 
Northern Pacilic using the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation lino to Port- 
land, and the steamer line to San I'^ran- 
cisco, and the Atchison road building 
through to San Diego, the Central Pa- 
cific will have both northern and south 
(•ru lines to contend against;, with pow- 
er on their sitlo to enforce a fair divi- 
sion of traffic, or, in tho event of re- 
susal, to demoralize rates so that all 
profit in the business will bo gone. 

St. Paul, May -l. — Transcontinent- 
al emigrant rates are tlenioralized. A 
few months ago the Transcontinental 
Association reduced emigrant rates 
from New York to .San Francisco to 
^^>0. This was done to meet the low 
rate by the Sunset route. Thcs(! sales 
were to ho given only to salt watei- 
emigrants through to the Pacilic Coast. 
There was a stipulation in this airiee- 
ment that the tickets should bear the 
olUcial stamp of tho agent and the name 
of the steamship bearing the emigrants. 
This stipulation was violated, hence 
tho demoralization. A meeting will be 
called to meet at the Urand Pacilic, 
Chicago, on May 15th, to consider tin; 
matter.
